Eisenhower  Asks 
For  $4.8  Billion 
Foreign  Aid  in  ’56 

WASHINGTON  (AP)— Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  Monday  asked 
Congress  to  vote  $4,859,975,000  | 
for  foreign  aid,  with  $1,640,000,- 1 
000  in  military  assistance  ear- 
marked for  the  Middle  East  and 
Asia. 

“Serious  risk  of  aggression 
still  exists"  in  the  areas,  he  said. 

Along  with  his  request  for  a 
big  increase  in  appropriations. 
Eisenhower  asked  for  new  flexi- 
bility in  administration  of  the 
program.  Particularly  he  asked 
for  power  to  make  commitments 
up  to  10  years. 

That  feature,  as  well  as  the 
| money  increase,  promised  a hot 
fight  in  Congress. 

In  a special  message,  Eisen- 
hower told  the  lawmakers: 

"We  cannot  now  falter  in  our 
quest  for  peace."

THE  CARL  F.  Eyring  Science 
Center  is  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful buildings  on  campus.
